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CULTURAL  NOTES  FOR  GROWING 
BEAUTIFUL  SWEET  PEAS 

The  soil  where  you  intend  to  plant  your  Sweet  Peas 
should  be  dug  to  a  depth  of  18  inches.  They  are  deep 
rooting  and  are  heavy  feeders,  therefore  a  liberal  amount  of 
fertilizer  should  be  incorporated  into  the  soil  to  insure 
vigorous  growth  and  large  flowers.  Firm  the  soil  by  tamp¬ 
ing  before  planting.  The  seeds  are  usualy  sown  in  a  .trench 
about  3  inches  deep,  and  covered  only  three-quarters  of  an 
inch.  The  balance  of  the  soil  is  filled  in  gradually  after 
the  plants  are  about  4  inches  high. 

Place  the  seed  one  to  two  inches  apart  in  the  trench. 
Thin  the  young  plants  to  six  inches  to  prevent  crowding. 
Provide  a  support  for  the  vines  while  they  are  still  quite 
small.  As  the  plants  develop,  the  soil  around  the  roots 
should  be  kept  damp  but  never  permitted  to  become  soggy. 
Flowers  must  be  gathered  often  and  all  seed  pods  removed 
to  insure  a  long  blooming  period. 

If  you  intend  growing  Sweet  Peas  out  of  season  the 
vines  must  be  protected  with  a  covering  of  cheese  cloth. 
This  may  be  used  as  a  protection  from  the  sun  in  the  sum¬ 
mer,  and  from  the  chilly  winds  in  the  winter.
